Joseph Caillaux, the French finance 
minister, will sail for home tomor- 
row-aboard the liner France, bear- 
ing a proposition—put forward by 
the American commission whereby 
France shall pay the sum of $40,- 
0,000 ~annually for the -nert five 
years, this sum to be accepted by 
the American government as “current 
interest” on the entire debt.

France and lay it before the French 

parliament was concerned.

RESCUE WORK 
TO CONTINUE 
~FOR SUB CREW 


(By Universal Service) 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—“We will 
keep at the rescue operations until 
every glimmer of hope is dead,” Se- 
cretary of the Navy’ Wilbur said today 
when informed that every attempt 
to raise the submarine S-51 off Block 
island had failed. 

News of today’s effort to lift the 
stern’ of the sub .was ‘the most dis- 
heartening yet received .by the navy. 
It indicated that the ship was full 
of water and too heavy to be moved 
by the combined efforts of the der- 
ricks Monarch and Century. 

Back of. the engine room, at the 
stern of the ship is a watertight 
bulkhead,. Secretary Wilbur explain- 
ed. Behind that some of the crew 
may be imprisoned. .Near the bow is 
another watertight bulkhead. Men 
may be walled in behind that. 

There is only the faintest chance 
that they are still alive. 
known, however, that these compart- 
ments are flooded, the rescue work 
will continue night and day. 

By cutting through the engine room 
hatch, divers may be able ‘to ex- 
plore the stern of the ship. 
bodies doubtless will be located there. 
The divers will find out whether the 
last door was closed in time. to 
escape the flood when the sub sank 
to the ocean bottom.

The flyers also told’ of intenée dis- 
satisfaction among the navy airmen, 
due chiefly to the control by non- 
flying officers, the long wait for 
promotion and the restrictive me- 
by the higher naval 
officers to suppress aviation develop- 
ment.

ers perpetrated what officers déclared 
was the “neatest safe job they had 
ever .seen,” last night when they 
blew open the safe of the Diablo 
Post office and escaped: with $16 
of funds as a reward for iheir 
trouble. 

The burglars were so clever with 
their work that not a’“sound was 
heard of the explosion of nitro-gly- 
cerine used to do the job.: The bur- 
‘glary was discovered this morning 
by Charles Leech*elérk in the. store 
that houses the post office. 

According to Deputy Sheriffs J. W. 
Smiley and Dike Joslin and Constable 
Bert Read, the heavy outer door 
of the safe” had been left oipen, 
necessitating only the blowing open 
of a heavy sheet inner door. This 
was accomplished with nitro-gly- 
cerine but.was done so neatly that- 
the only replacement necessary will 
be that of the lock. Smiley declared 
that the job was the work of ex- 
perts thoroughly familiar with the) 
actions of ‘‘soup” the use of dia- 
mond—drilts andthe wearing or 
gloves for not .a trace of finger 
prints could be. found. 

“A work of art” was the 
applied tb the job by Smiley. 
and Joslin believe the thieves were 
frightened away before they were 
able to break the strong box, which 
however, did not contain anything 
of value.

the event less disastrous. Yet that is what happens. This | 
is just another way of stating what the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, the highest authority on the subject 


in the, country, tells us: that the annual fire-loss through: 
out the nation is $535,372,782. 

, ore than half a billion dollars annually! — Jus:: 
$16.97 a second, day, and night! An average of 15,000 
lives Ipst every year! «This is our economic waste through| 
fires. 

Tn 1903 the fire-loss was $145, 302,155. In 1913 it 
was $203,763,550. In 1923, the last.year for which
